Mrs. Jean Gareia Hetenyi, 24, was 
found dead in the Genesee r im 
near Rochester nearly four years 
ago. Her husband was charged with 
shooting her and dumping her body 
in the river. 
This is Hetenyi's third murder 
trial, and the first in which the de­ 
fense has called witnesses. Hetenyi's 
attorney, William Clay, said as the 
trial recessed for the weekend, that 
he would call three more witnesses, 
"one of them a surprise.’*

Hetenyi might take the stand in 
view of his mother’s new testimony. 
She said her daughter-in-law shot 
herself in the’family garage at Am­ 
herst, a Buffalo suburb, ami that la­ 
ter Hetenyi bundled the dead or 
wounded woman into his car and 
drove off.

Painful disorders of the shoulders 
and hand have often followed a 
type of heart attack known as coro­ 
nary occlusion. 
Many of these painful shoulders 
are mistaken for bursitis, fibrositte, 
or ,nflammation of connective tis­ 
sue and arthritis but actually there 
is it definite relationship in the ner­ 
vous system between the heart trou­ 
ble and the shoulder pains. 
Coronary occlusion is a heart dis­ 
ease te which a c l o t forms in a 
branch of the arteries suuplying 
the heart muscle itself. Usually the 
persons complains of a sevto and 
grip-like pain behind the breast 
bone, and a physical check shows 
he also has low blood pressure. A 
test of the heart made with an 
electrocardiograph usually detects 
the occlusion and its location, that 
is, whether vessels in the front or 
back of the heart are affected. 
Of those who recover fr^m a 
coronary heart attack, many are 
left with painful 
shoulders.

arm, and may appear immediately 
or weeks after the attack. 
Sometimes this pain is confused 
with angina pectoris due to spasm 
of the coronary arteries, but it usu­ 
ally feels * different. The shoulder 
feels weak, and motion is more or 
less limited. There may be a slight 
swelling of the hand and arm. 
When the hand is affected, there 
may be swelling, pate, and stiff­ 
ness of the tendon*, followed by 
thickening of the tissues and by 
small nodules. However, this is one 
of the final stages of the disea». If 
the disease is allowed to progress, 
the hand may even get the appear­ 
ance of a claw, from the scarring 
effect. 
Some cases of shoulder and hand 
pain following coronary heart dis­ 
ease have been helped with corti­ 
sone and ACTH 
However, 
these 
drugs have to be given very care­ 
fully after a coronary attack, al­ 
ways only under the direction of a 
doctor. An operation to cut certain 
nerves, known as a sympathectomy, 
has also helped relieve the pain te 
a few cases.

Generally, however, the public 
is coming to recognize more and 
more th at no m atter what agency 
spends the money, the taxpayer 
foots the bill. 


Tucked away m the report oS 
the assembly interim committee mi 
Revenue and Taxation Is an In­ 
teresting summary of state sub­ 
sidies to local governments. 


THE CHART points out th at 
there are "41 varieties of state sub­ 
sidies,” ranging all the way from 
*3,706 to *241,089,775, these for the 
fiscal year 1951-52. 


The large figure was fop ap­ 
portionment* for public school*, 
which accounted for 
nearly 
41 
per cent of the total of *588320,- 
652 handed to city, county and dis­ 
trict government during the fiscal 
year. 


The small figure was a subsidy to 
the Sacramento deep water chan­ 
nel, construction of which hasn’t 
started. 


* Old age security subsidies to the 
counties amounted to *45333,699, 
eighteen per cent of the total. This 
subsidy is based on the case load 
of old age assistance recipients. 


Another *34,590,700 went to the 
counties for needy children, ac­ 
cording to the report, and this 
subsidy too, is baaed on case loads.

THE FIFTH and sixth subsi­ 
dies amounted to *30,681,630 each, 
and went respectively to cities and 
counties as the “in lieu” tax on 
motor vehicles.

Draft-eligible men In Marin coun­ 
ty were reminded today that they 
can start working off reqtiired mili­ 
tary service obligations before they 
are called lor active duty under se­ 
lective service. 
“Youths may now. under law, start 
fulfilling their eight - year military 
service obligations as soon as they 
reach their seventeenth birthdays“ 
reported Captain Dean B. Hansen, 
inspector-instraetar of Marto*« own 
Marfne reserve unit, the 14th rifle 
company 
Captain Hansen pointed out that 
the new Armed Forces Reserve Act 
of 1952, which went into effect on 
January 
1, allows 
draft - eligible 
youths to accumulate military serv­ 
ice time by joining an organised re­ 
serve training unit. 
ADVANTAGES OFFERED 
H« said membersh ip in a reserve 
unit prior to induction offered these 
advantages: 
1. Youths will get an earlier start 
m fulfilling their military service 
obligations, am! thus complete them 
earlier. 
2. They will get military expert- 


and a taste of military life, 
while remaining at home and at­ 
tending school or working at their 
normal Jobs. 
3 By accumulating service time 
in the organized reserve, they will 
be less liable for recall to active duty 
in case of future nations! emergen­ 
cy.

A bill to outlaw draw poker leads 
off the batting onto* with its first 
legislative hearing tonight. Spon­ 
sors expect a move to modify the 
terms if they cant persuade the 
Assembly Judiciary Committee to 
reject the proposal altogether. 
Assemblyman Herbert Kkxcksietn 
fR, Long Beach), introduced the 
bill, as he did in 1951, aiming to 
close down the big, 30 table poker 
parlors in places like Gardena, a 
Los Angeles suburb. His previous 
measure passed the Assembly but 
died in a Senate committee. 
Blockriem, backed by peace officer 
associations, has indicated he might 
accept amendments to permit no 
more than four tables and with 
other restrictions. He is confident 
he can overcome objections from 
Gardena where poker dub licenses 
provide the city’s major revenue. 
HIGHWAYS ISSUE 
The highways issue is still in the 
dickering stage. Gov. Warren thinks 
most Californians won't mind paying 
a little extra in taxes to speed the 
multi-lani'x of the state highway 
system. He is hopeful sponsors of 
various financing plans will reach 
agreement, 
Ttoert have been hints that Legis­ 
lators are not too far apart Some 
want to increase the 44 emit gaso­ 
line tax by 1 cent a gallon; others 
by 14 cents. A few favor a bond 
issue to raise additional construction 
money.

As a possible compromise, you 
may hear increasingly about a par­ 
tial bond issue—perhaps one-half 
of the billion dollars proposed by 
Sen.

The week promises the first action 
by Senate finance committeemen on 
the billion dollar state budget. Sub­ 
committees start work today on as­ 
signed portions of the 1250 page 
document. 
TAXES SOUGHT 
Gov. Warren is asking for new or 
higher taxes to balance the budget. 
Many Legislators, especially in the 
Senate, made it dear in statements 
last week that they're going to try 
to cut the total enough to avert 
changes in tax rates. 
Both houses buckled down imme­ 
diately after their return from the 
usual February recess and acted on 
a number of nan-controversial bills.

maintained membership to the re­ 
serve until he goes on active duty, 
and then affiliates with a reserve 
unit for a time after his discharge 
from active duty, the last three years 
of his military obligated service time 
could be spent to the standby re­ 
serve,” Captain Hansen emphasized. 


RETURN TO SCHOOL 
“He would be able to return to 
school, start a business or a career, 
or get married, secure to the knowl­ 
edge that he would never again be 
(»lied for active duty unless the na­ 
tion became involved to an all-obt 
war. 
Under Marine Corps policy, draft- 
eligible men who join a Marine re­ 
serve unit can serve their active duty 
time with the Marine Corps, If they 
desire. 
This active duty tia&e *erved with 
the Marine Corps can be the same 
length as the period of active duty 
required by selective service. Fur­ 
thermore, he will be ordered to duty 
to the rank he has attained. 
But, under selective service, he 
adde, inductees are ordered to duty 
as privates and they must serve with 
the armed forces branch to which 
they are assigned by the selective 
service system.” 
MAST BENEFITS 
The Marine officer said that, while 
there are many requirements under 
tiie Armed Forces Reserve Act, there 
r re many benefits, too. 
“Every draft-eligible young man 
owes it to himself to understand the 
requirements and benefits thorough­ 
ly," he warned. “This, understanding 
is vital to his future ” 
He said ha would be glad to dis­ 
cuss provisions of the new law with 
draft-eligible young men or their 
parents at any time. Captain Han­ 
sen maintains an office at the Ma­ 
rine reserve u n i t headquarters 
Kentfield.

If the mortality rate among deer 
in the northern « « » a Nevada if 
high this year, It will not be because 
of the weather. Instead it will be 
because the deer somehow learned 
to read. And, supplied with stories, 
hart developed titoe* otm what will 
or will not happen to the emergency 
deer-feeding program. 
Although this is all ancient history 
to the well-read deer, the haaale all 
started when Assemblyman Pauline 
Davis iDemocrat of Portola) intro­ 
duced a bill which provided fo r 
emergency 'feeding of deer if it was 
decided there wasn't sufficient nat­ 
ural forage. Well-informed deer 
greeted this with reactions varying 
from outright approval to cries of 
“welfare state* 
Mrs. Davis* bill spoke very plain 
in striking out at the mate Fish and 
Game commission and its avowed 
policy against artificial feeding of 
deer. The bill would take this discre­ 
tion away from the commission and 
give it to the department of Pish 
and Game. 
SPORTSMEN SCREAM 
At the time the Mil was introduced 
thera were those who thought the 
Associated Sportsmen of California 
would oppose the measure, and said 
•o. "We were misquoted," screamed 
the Associated Sportsmen. 
So, about the middle of February, 
the legislative committee of the 
sportsmen met and voted to endorse 
Mrs. Davis’ bUL About this time, too, 
the commission came out with a 
statement that it really was not op­ 
posed to artificial feeding of deer 
bat would feed them under certain 
conditions. 
Previously, fish and gam* commis­ 
sion bfbligists had held that artifi­ 
cial feed—such as alfalfa—would be 
too coarse for tha deer stomachs as 
they were used to tend«1 browse.

Many parents to tot Mill Valley 
school district feel that a child guM- 
uotce counselor attached to school 
staff would be helpful to their chil- 
tren 
This sentiment was indicated in 
tie result? to date of the mental 
health study on Mill Valley school 
thildren being conducted by the Mill 
Valley education council at the re- 
tuest of the school board. Out of a 
total school enrollment of 1,975, some 
>74 parents have returned the quea- 
ttonnaire mailed last month. 
Of these, 737 answered •‘yes” to 
toe question, “Do you feel it would 
fee helpful to your child if there were 
i child guidance counselor attached 
k> the staff of the school district 
With whom parents, teachers, and 
thildren could counsel?” 
Replying in the negative were 237. 
Some of these parents qualified the 
too* by adding that although they 
did not think their child personally 
needed the services, they favored 
the idea to general because of in­ 
direct benefits that would be ob­ 
tained. # 
Although m o s t of the parents 
checked either “yes” or “no,” 194 
of them took the opportunity of 
making further siq&estkms. Hie ma­ 
jority of the suggestions fell into 
three categories: 


1—The qualifications and func­ 
tions of a counselor. 
2—How parents might be assisted 
to provide better mental health for 
their children to the home. 
3—Additional ways to which the 
^»pnnia might help to ease emotional 
problems to the classroom. 
The results were compiled by three 
members of the education council. 
They are Mrs. Charles Berry, com­ 
mittee chairman: Mrs. John M. Esh- 
leman, Jr., and Mrs. Charles K. Mc- 
Dermand. 
Parents who have s t i l l not re­ 
turned their questionnaires have 
until March 9 to mail them in. All 
of the replies received by that date 
will fc- included In the final tabula­ 
tion which win be offered to the 
full membership of the education 
council at its April meeting before 
it is submitted to the school board. 
Prior to that the council’s mental 
health surrey committee will meet 
on March It to draw up specific rec­ 
ommendations. 
All information obtained from the 
questionnaires will be publicised 
when the committee has completed 
its findings, Mrs. Berry said. She 
also pointed out that all meetings 
of both the education council and 
school board are open to the public.

Details of a California citizenship 
building program were dismissed at 
a meeting of the Marin Council for 
Civic Unity held Saturday afternoon 
at the home of Mrs. Rebecca Esher- 
ick to Kent Woodlands. 
The program now in its sixth year 
was organized by Fred Ross of Corte 
Madera in 1947 in Los Angeles to 
stimulate the 800,900 Californians of 
Mexican-American ancestry to de­ 
velop their responsibility as citizens.

The proposed “pBmned commu­ 
nity** amendment to the county zon­ 
ing ordinance came in for sharp 
criticism Friday night at & meeting 
of the planning committee of No­ 
vato Community, Incorporated.

» -lo t subdivision map presented by 
Contractor Harry Clausing because 
the lots were of less than the 7300 
square foot size required by toe 
county subdivision ordinance. 
At the suggestion of Supervisor 
William Q. Wright, the committee 
will undertake to study future width 
lines for all streets in the area so 
that builders can be informed as to 
necessary set-backs from the streets 
to allow for future widening. 
The committee found no objection 
to the construction of a fining sta­ 
tion rcuto of Hamilton Field on toe 
east side of Highway 101 as pro­ 
posed by William G. Edell. The plan­ 
ning committee will hold another 
meeting March 4.

State's Teachers 


Deckle To Oppose 


New Loyalty Bills 


SAN FRANCISCO O P-The Cali­ 
fornia Teachers* association legisla­ 
tive committee yesterday took a 
sharp stand against a series of loy­ 
alty bills before the State Legisla­ 
ture. 
Robert E. McKay, the association’s 
legislative 
representative, 
charged 
tbe bills are loosely-drawn, ambig­ 
uous and unnecessary since adequate 
laws are mi the books already to 
deal with subversive teachers. 
The delegates were particularly 
opposed to a portion of one bill 
which called for automatic suspen­ 
sion of pay while charges are being 
investigated against an allegedly 
subversive teacher. 
The association, which represents 
California’s 60,000 school teachers, 
ended & two-day session here by tak­ 
ing stands on some 600 proposed 
laws dealing with public education. 


BILLS SUPPORTED 
Among those bills supported by 
the teachers’ organization were: 
1. Provision for auto driving train­ 
ing in high sshoois to be financed 
by traffic fines. 
2. Two teacher welfare measures, 
which would increase the guarantee 
of benefits to teachers already re­ 
tired to a minimum of $170 a month, 
and increase benefits paid under 
disability retirement. 
3. Dismissal of Communist Party 
members employed by school dis­ 
tricts and administrators who know­ 
ingly hire Communists. 
4. A new minimum teacher’s sal­ 
ary of $3,400 a year. 


BILLS DISAPPROVED 
The statewide organization also 
voiced disapproval of suggested bilk 
providing for: 
1. Advance notice to parents of 
planned classroom sex education. 
2. Dismissal of probation teachers 
in the San Francisco and Los An­ 
geles areas, other than for cause. 
3. Bible reading In public schools. 
4. Definition oi the ’California 
Teachers association as a labor 
union. 
Chairman Irwin Dann of Fresno 
said the committee’s recommenda­ 
tions become the association’s legis­ 
lative policy. Any objections by 
members can be considered at the 
state council meeting her« next 
month. 


Architects To Ask Study Of School Costs 


LOS ANGELES TUB—The Cali­ 
fornia Council of Architects pre­ 
pared today to ask the Legislature 
to make a study of school building 
costs and design to let tjie public 
"know the truth about our schools." 
Charles E. Fry, Los Angeles, who 
was elected president of the coun­ 
cil at the weekend meeting, said: 


"People have been grossly misled 
into believing our school building 
costs are out of line, that schools 
can be built according to standard 
plans, and that architects* fees are 
too high." 
"We are building better schools 
today than ever before and they cost 


comparatively much less than the 
schools of the 1920s would cost to­ 
day."
